J. P. MORGAN SAYS

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—J. P. Mor- 
gan said he was in a quandary 
about the new banking laws as he 
returned on the Berengaria today 
from a sojourn of three months in 
Europe.

BILL 10 REPEAL 
WIDENING OF 


Board of Aldermen Votes 
26 to 1 to Adopt Recom- 
mendation of Streets 
Committee. 


The Board of Aldermen today 
killed a bill for repealing the ordi- 
nance for opening and widening of 
North Twelfth boulevard, between 
Washington avenue and Palm 
street. 

Action was taken in upholding a 
recommendation of the Streets 
Committee to file the measure. The 
board’s vote was 26 to 1, with Al- 
derman Hayes (Rep.), author of the 
repealer, casting the only dissenting 
vote and Alderman Waldman 
(Rep.), absent. Earlier in the day 
the committee had agreed on its re- 
port, ' 

This halts the movement to drop 
the partially finished boulevard 
plan. A new repeal bill cannot be 
introduced again at this aldermanic 
session, which runs to next April. 
In the meantime the city expects to 
file the condemnation commission- 
ers’ report, with the hope of start- 
ing the remainder of the improve- 
ment by spring. 

Six of the seven members of the 
Streets Committee attended the 
meeting on the repealer, which fol- 
lowed a public hearing last Wednes- 
day. Alderman O’Toole made the 
motion to kill the bill. He said the 
‘undertaking should not be delayed, 
if the city was to get a Federal 
grant of 30 per cent of the cost of 
paving the rest of the street. Al- 
derman Reinhardt (Rep.) refrained 


City Counselor Hay, appearing 
before the committee by request, 
said it would probably be at least 
two years before benefit tax bills 
could be issued to property owners 
for this improvement. If money 
could be drawn from a bond revolv- 
ing fund, he declared, issuance of 
the bills might be delayed for three 
or four years. Many property own- 
ers in the prospective benefit dis- 
trict have complained that they are 
unable to pay the benefits. 
Passage of the repealer, Hay as- 
serted, would mean that the city 
would have to pay $230,000 more to 
property owners along Twelfth, be- 
tween Washington avenue and 
O’Falion street, whose land was 
taken in the widening that has been 
carried out in that section. These 
owners already have received net 
damages of $1,118,000, with the stip- 
ulation that the remainder, charged 
as an offset for benefits, would be 
given them if the whole plan was 
not carried out.

the request. “Naturally, they would 
want to stay in line and hold jobs 
of reduced rank, if they could not 
remain as _ superintendents,” the 
Post-Dispatch was told. 
Jackson told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that some letters asking for 
reduced rank had been received 
from superintendents, but he could 
not say how many. 
“You'll have to ask LaBerge,” 
Jackson said. “He did the asking 
for the letters, didn’t he?” He ex- 
plained that the letters had been 
sought “to give employes a chance 
to reduce themselves instead of be- 
ing reduced.” 

Asked if the solicitation of the 
letters originated with him, Jackson 
replied: “As far as the record is 
concerned, LaBerge did it, and I 
had nothing to do with it.” 

La Berge denied asking any 
branch superintendent for letters 
seeking rank reduction. “You will 
have to see Mr. Jackson about de- 
partmental matters. I stick to the 
business of my job,” he said.

Acreage Reduction.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 20.—A na- 
tion-wide farm strike has been 
called by -:Le National Farmers’ 
Holiday Association. 
The strike proclamation, setting 
noon tomorrow as the hour when 
farmers again are to begin with- 
holding their products from mar- 
ket, criticized the National Admin- 
istration, "‘sted many grievances, 
and outlined the course to be pur- 
sued. 


The decision to call the strike as 
a protest against low prices for ugri- 
cultural products was reached at a 
secret conference yesterday of of- 
ficers of the Holiday Association 
which says it has 2,000,000 mem- 
bers in 24 states. 

“Fast Losing Confidence.” 

The proclamation’ stated that 
“after months of patient waiting,” 
farmers were “fast losing confi- 
dence in the administration and in 
its program to provide agricultural 
relief.” 
But despite the criticism directed 
at the administration, the farmers 
said they still were ready to support 
it in “any program that will recog- 
nize the farmers’ fundamental right 
to ask for and receive the -ost of 
production.” 


The strike would continue, 
proclamation declared, until 
farm products bring the cost of 
production .nd until we are re- 
financed under the terms of the 
Frazier bill.”

My dear Mr. President: 

I have received your message 
of Oct. 10. 

I have always considered 
most abnormal and regrettable 
a situation wherein during the 
past 16 years, two great repub- 
lics, United States of America 
and the Union og Soviet So- 
cialist Republics have lacked 
the usual methods of commun- 
ication and have been deprived 
of the benefits which such com- 
munication could give. I am 
glad to note that you also 
reached the same conclusion. 

There is no doubt that dif- 
ficulties, present or arising, be- 
tween two countries, can be 
solved only when direct rela- 
tions exist between them; and 
that, on the other hand, they 
have no chance for solutions in 
the absence of such relations. 


I shall take the further liber- 
ty to express the opinion that 
the abnormal situation, to 
which you correetly referred in 
your message, has an unfavor- 
able effect, not only on the in- 
terests of the two states con- 
cerned, but also on the general 
international situation, increas- 
ing the element of disquiet 
complicating the process of 
consolidating world peace and 
encouraging forces tending to 
disturb that peace. 

In accordance with the above 
I gladly accept your proposal 
to send to the United States a 
representative of the Soviet 
Government to discuss with 
you the questions of interest to 
our countries. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment will be represented by

66 MISSING, 51 SAVED WHEN 
SHIP GOES DOWN IN TYPHOON 


Japanese Coaster Founders in 
Storm Almost in Sight of 
Its Port, Kobe. 


KOBE, Japan, Oct. 20.—Sixty-six 
persons, including an English wom- 
an, were feared to have perished 
today when the coastwise steamer 
Yashima Maru foundered in a ty- 
phoon off Suma near here. 
Owners of the vessel said their 
figures showed that of the crew of 
58 and 59 passengers, 51 survivors 
had been reported. The ship was 
on its way here from Beppu, Japan. 
The Yashima Maru, formerly the 
British mine sweeper Sunflower, at 
first was reported to have burned, 
but later it was learned the steam- 
er succumbed to the storm, almost 
within sight of her destination, ac- 
cording to survivors.

Wilson extended friendly greetings 
to the Soviet. 
Early in 1918 he delivered his 14 
points in which, replying to Len- 
in’s demand for frank statements 
of allied aid, he assured Russia of 
a “sincere welcome into a society of 
free nations under institutions of 
her own choosing.

Gov. Bryan Approves Principles of 
Farmers’ Strike. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 20.-—Gov. 
Charles W. Bryan today upheld the 
principles of the farmers’ strike for 
higher prices equally justifiable 
with the national administration's 
attempt to confine buying to Blue 
Eagle signers, but said he could not 
approve any physical interference 
with commerce. 

“I do not believe the farmers 
could be criticised,” Bryan said in 
an interview, “for withholding grain 
from the market in order to get 
better prices any more than the rec- 
ommendations - from Washington 
that the public should confine their 
buying only to those who signed the 


“I could not approve any physical 
interference with those moving 
their crops to market, who desire 
to and hope no such plan is con- 
templated or will be attempted.” 


Bryan repeated his belief, ex- 
pressed yesterday that the soldiers’ 
bonus should be paid immediately 
in new currency to spread cash 
through the masses and his state- 
ment that farmers were “being cut 
by the throat from both directions” 
as a result of the NRA program but 
said he did not intend it to be con- 
strued as a criticism of the Roose- 
velt administration. 

“I directéd my attack against the 
profiteering at the expense of the 
masses by organized business and 
recommended specific policies for 
relief. 

“I didn’t criticise’ the administra- 
tion but did criticise the -uncon- 
scionable profits that are being 
taken and I think the Federal Gov- 
ernment ought to take action at 
once to stop it and to raise farm 
prices.” 

Bryan said the people of the Mid- 
dle West did not need to “borrow 
any more money” but needed only 
higher prices. 

“I am asking currency issuance, 
not in the form of loans or credit 
or collateral but to be paid directly 
in cash so the money will go into 
circulation at the bottom. The 
whole idea is to increase the price 
of agricultural products so farmers 
can pay off their taxes and their in- 
debtedness and so they can patron- 
ize the merchants and manufactur- 
ers. That will bring prosperity up 
through all channels. The other 
method turns farmers and home 
owners out into the streets through 
foreclosures which will come unless 
farm prices advance.” _

Former Judge Named Chairman 
of Labor Mediation Board 
for St. Louis. 


Former Circuit Judge Jesse Mc- 
Donald, chairman of the St. Louis 
NRA mediation board, appointed by 
Mayor Dickmann, was named chair- 
man by a Regional Labor Board for 
St. Louis yesterday by Senator Rob- 
ert F. Wagner, chairman of the 
National Labor Board. 

In announcing Regional Labor 
Boards for St. Louis, New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Cleve 
land, Senator Wagner described 
them as “tribunals of primary juris- 
diction,” explaining that they would 
be expected to act on labor dis- 
putes in their areas with appeals to 
the National Labor Board at Wash- 
ington when necessary.

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CONDEMNED SLAYER GETS 
HIS WHISKY AND IS HANGED 


Takes One Drink Although He Was 
Offered All He Could 
Stand. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN QUENTIN, Cal., Oct. 20.— 
Dallas Eagan, 40 years old, who 
was offered all the whisky he could 
stand in his walk to the gallows, 
was put to death today for the 


murder of William J. Kirkpatrick 
of Battle Creek, Mich., in a Los 
Angeles holdup last July. 

Prison authorities said Eagan 
took only one small drink of Ken- 
tucky Bourbon a half hour before 
he was executed and asked for no 
more. The order to give him all he 
wanted was given. a few days ago 
by Gov. Rolph after Eagan had re- 
fused to seek clemency and had 
proclaimed his willingness to die by 
hanging, which he referred to as 
“the best way out.” 

Eagan refused spiritual guidance 
after first talking with a Presbyter- 
ian minister and then with a Cath- 
olic priest. 

Without an outward sign of 
fright Eagan walked up the 13 
steps at 10 o’clock. The trap was 
sprung a minute later and he was 
pronounced dead at 10:13 a. m.

SYSTEM FOR CITY SUPPLIES 


Budget Director Meyers Tells Mayor | 
Economies Could Be Effected 

in Purchases. 
Economies in buying supplies for 
the city institutions and depart- 
ments could be effected and effi- 


‘ciency enhanced by establishment 


of a central stores control, under 
supervision of the Supply Commis- 
sioner, Budget Director Meyers has 
told Mayor Dickmann. Under the 
present system, the Commissioner 
buys supplies on requisition of the 
agencies needing them, but these 
agencies contro] them after pur- 
chase. 

Meyers suggested an ordinance to 
give the Commissioner, who is an 
appointee of the Mayor, complete 
control over all store rooms and 
their personnel, to set up a perpet- 
ual inventory system, and to pro 
vide for careful check of supplies 
on receipt. The Budget Director 
said the present requisition system 
could be readily adapted to com- 
ply with his proposal. There would 
be an advantage in having the in- 
dependent check on supplies used by 
the various agencies, he said, and 
he knew of no reason, political or 
otherwise, why the plan should be 
opposed. 


Several years ago Meyers made 
a similar suggestion, except that 
then he advocated putting the 
Comptroller in charge of the con- 
trol.

Ted Patton Put to Death in Okla 
homa for Killing Friend in 
Fight Over Girl.

McALESTER, Ok., Oct. 20. 
Ted Patton, 25 years old, slayer of 
Robert H. Wall, his boyhood friend, 
and Charles Dumas, Negro attacker 
of a white girl, died in the electric 
chair at the State prison here early 
today. 

Patton was hostile as he wa sled 
from the death cell. 

“I am sitting down in the electric 
chair to die,” he told the 10 Owit- 
nesses.

The Negro was repentant as he 
walked to the chair.

MISSOUR) NSURANGE 
FORM BLS OFERE 


Compulsory Policy Registration 
Provided in One of 16 
Measures. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 20. — 
A series of 16 bills, embodying the 
administration program of pro- 
posed reforms in control of the 
business and investments of life in- 


surance companies in Missouri, and 
added protection for policyholders, 


was introduced in the House today 
by Representative Keating of Kan- 
sas City, Democratic floor leader. 

Most of the proposed measures 


State Life Insurance Co. of St. 
Louis, which recently was thrown 
into receivership, with its assets 
sold to a new company, the General 
American Life Insurance Co. 

One of the principal changes is 
compulsory registration of life in- 
surance policies by companies oper- 
ating in Missouri, to replace the 
present optional registration. This 
registration carries wit*. it compul- 
sory deposit of the reserves behind 
the policies, with the State Insur- 
ance Department. The reserves thus 
deposited must be made up of pre- 
scribed types of securities or assets. 
Under the present system, a com- 
pany which does not register its 
policies may keep the assets com- 
prising the reserves in its own cus- 


tody. 
Changes as to Investments. 


Several changes are made in the 
laws controlling investments by 
life insurance companies. Accord- 
ing to Insurance Superintendent R. 
Emmet O'Malley, the present law, 
apparently requiring that bonds 
purchased by insurance companies 
must be at least five years old and 
must. have had no defaults in in- 
terest payments, is so ambiguous 
that companies have been able to 
purchase new bonds on their issue. 
The law is being changed to make 
the five-year minimum definite. 

Another amendment prohibits 
life insurance companies from own- 
ing the stock of other insurance 
companies, and from _iending 
money on the stock of other insur- 
ance companies as collateral. There 
is no such restriction in the pres- 
ent law. 

A life insurance company would 
be prohibited frorm investing or 
lending more than 10 per cent of 
its capital and surplus, in any »one 
rea] estate enterprise, under un- 
other bill. Such companies would 
be barred from erecting large and 
costly office buildings, under sn- 
other provision limiting the invest- 
ments in home office buildings to 
the actual and necessary office 
purposes of the company. 


“Operating Receivership.” 


One of the measures would 
amend the existing law on receiver- 
ships for insurance companies to 
permit the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance to carry on an “operating re- 
ceivership” for a life insurance 
company, designed to rehabilitate 
the company and restore it to the 
owners in good financial condi- 
tion. 

“The principal purposes of this 
program are to tighten up the in- 
surance laws, give the State more 
regulatory power and increase the 
protection of policyholders through 
more effective control of invest- 
ments and business of the com- 
panies,” O’Malley said. “It is de-

50 Policemen Fight 800 
Pickets, Who, It Is Al- 
leged, Tried to Stone Na- 
tional Silk Plant.

PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 20.—Two 
men were seriously wounded by 


in the silk strike district of North- 
ern New Jersey. One of the in- 
jured is in grave condition.

a crowd of about 800 pickets fought 
a force of 50 policemen, allegedly 
as the result of the strikers’ at- 
tempt to stone the factory.

GREEN DEMANDS 30-HOUR 
WEEK IN RUBBER TIRE CODE 


Labor Head Also Calls for Mini- 
mum Pay of 60 Cents an 
Hour. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, demand- 
ed a maximum 30-hour week and 
a minimum pay of 60 cents an hour 
for employes of rubber tire manu- 
facturing plants at a hearing to- 
day on the industry's proposed 
code. The code, as submitted by 
the Rubber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, calls for a 36-hour week 


hour with various exceptions. 

Green, arguing for the shorter 
week, said it has been four months 
since the national recovery act was 
signed, adding “we still have more 
than 10,000,000 unemployed. That 
means we must take more drastic 
measures to put people back to 
work. 

“A 30-hour five-day week seems 
to us essential in all industries be- 
cause of the great need for ré-em- 
ploying the 10,000,000 new unem- 
ployed,” said Green. “This need is 
not being met by codes providing 
maximum hours of 35, 40 or more 
a week. In an industry which, like 
the rubber tire industry, has great 
technoligical possibilities, it is all 
the more essential to limit hours to 
the employment possibilities of the 
industry.”

ENDS LIFE IN 
MOTHER'S HOME 


Former Vice-President of 
Emerson Electric Co. 
Leaves Note Telling of 
Marriage Last March. 


King Lawrence Parker, former 
vice-president of the Emerson Elec- 
tric Co., shot and killed himself 
yesterday afternoon at the home cf 
his mother, Mrs. Herbert L. Par- 


ker, 39 Washington terrace, where 
he has been living since last March. 

He left a note in which it was 
disclosed that he had been married , 
a second time. His first wife, the’ 
former Marie Josephine D’Asse:n, 
divorced him in 1930 and moved to 
New York, where she lives with 
their two small children. The sec- 
ond marriage was known only to 
his mother and to the mother of 
his second wife, the former Doro- 
thy D. Brewer. 

Parker had been in ill health for 
a number of years, apparently as.a 
result of exposure in France dur- 
ing the war. Several years ago, his 
ailment was diagnosed as Berger's 
disease, an aggravated form of 
arthritis. ‘Since then he had trav- 
eled about the country, seeking a 
favorable climate. 

Married Last March. 
The marriage, about which he 
wrote in the suicide note to his 
younger brother, Herbert L. Par- 
ker, found in King Parker’s bed- 
room last night, took place _ in, 
Union, Mo., on March 7, last.

“The situation now existing in 
regard to foreign securities is one 
of substantial concern to the Amer- 
ican people. American funds were 
put at the disposal of over 40 for- 
eign governments and had assist- 
ed in their economic development. 
“Many of these loans are now 
The 
bonds are held by large numbers 
of Americans who have at the pres- 
ent no adequate means of getting 
in touch with each other and or- 
ganizing in order to keep them- 
selves informed of events affecting 
their interests and of arranging for 
the proper handling of the debt sit- 
uations in which they ‘are con- 
cerned. 

“In some instances American in- 
terests may be suffering unfair dis- 
crimination as compared with the 
investors of other countries. 

“A task of adequate organization 
obviously exists to be undertaken. 
In many situations the proper or- 
ganization of the American bond 
holders is urgently needed in order 
to make possible fair and satisfac- 
tory arrangements with foreign 
governments undergoing difficul- 
ties, and to properly protect Ameri- 
can interests. 


Primarily Private Actions. 


“This is a task primarily for pri- 
vate initiative and interest. The 
traditional policy of the American 
Government has been that such 
loan and investment transactions 
were primarily private actions, to 
be handled by the parties directly 
concerned. 

“The Government realizes a duty, 
within the proper limits of interna- 
tional law and international amity, 
to. defend American interests 
abroad. However, it would not be 
wise for the Government to under- 
take directly the settlement of pri- 
vate debt situations. 

“It was decided, therefore, to call 
together a small group to take up- 
on themselves the patriotic duty of 
bringing into existence an ade- 
quate, effective and disinterested 
organization to carry on this work. 
The organization should exist not 
for profits but for aiding the Amer- 
ican interests which it will repre- 
sent, and for aiding them at the 
lowest possible expense to the many 
thousands of bond holders. 
“Because of the fact that these 
interests are widely scattered, the 
fact that there are so many differ- 
ent loan issues to be consulted, this 
is no easy task. 

“But it must be achieved and the 
Government expects that it will 
be achieved. The organization when 
it comes into existence is to be en- 
tirely independent of any special 
private interest; it is to have no 
connection of any kind with the in- 
vestment banking houses which 
originally issued the loans. 

“It will decide its own affairs in- 
dependently. Naturally, its deci- 
sions will ultimately depend on the 
will of those who possess these se- 
curities. Too, another of its duties 
naturally will be to keep intimate 
contact with all American interests 
concerned and to unify, so far as 
possible, all American groups that 
seek to act in protection of Amer- 
ican interests. 

“The organization contemplated 
in a sense will be a unifying cen- 
ter for the activities of all proper 
American interests. 

“The meeting was called in or- 
der to get the task well launched. 
Administration officials will follow 
the course of developments with in- 
terest. They have no intention, 
however, of seeking governmental 
direction or control of the organiza- 
tion, nor will they assume responsi- 
bility for its actions. : 
“Towards this organization, as 
towards all other legitimate Amer- 
ican interests, the Government will 
seek to give such friendly aid as

TELLS BRITISH 10 STOP 
PROTESTS ON U.S. NAVY 


Navy League of America Says 
Continued Antagonism May 
Block Co-Operation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The 
Navy League of América, in a let- 
ter just made public, has told the 
British Nav League that contin- 
ued antagonism by Great Britain 
to America’s naval building policy 
would block an “absolutely essen- 
tial” co-operation between the two 
nations. 
The letter was signed by N. M. 
Hubbard Jr., president of the Amer- 
ican Navy League, and is to be de- 
livered formally today in London. 
“While the world is slowly emerg- 
‘ing from the economic cataclysm 
resulting from the late war,” the 
letter said, “many informed and 
@zperienced observers believe that 
it is swiftly moving toward a su- 
preme conflict of arms involving 
the existence of Governmental con- 
trol and our present civilization. 

“Wise statesmen, both in the 
United States and in Great Britain, 
have from time to time expressed 
the hope and need for a closer un- 
derstanding between the two coun- 
tries in order to withstand and 
possibly avert such untoward re- 
sults.” 

Public Opinion in TU. S. 

The public mind in the United 
States, the letter said, has been in 
process of “adjusting ftself to the 
propriety and necessity of such a 
basis of co-operation ...in behalf 
of the preservation of democratic 
forms of government and the main- 
tenance of tse present world status 
of the white races.” 

It added that this statement by 
no means implied a combatant par- 
ticipation by the United States “in 
the European war thought to be 
imminent. 

Referring again to public senti- 
ment in this country towards such 
an understanding has been checked, 
we believe, by the implications of 
British demands and suggestions in 
respect to our naval requirements, 
in order to attain that parity of 
sea strength to which this nation 
is unquestionably entitled.” 

Basis for the Change. 

Saying it was impelled by “the 
friendliest of motives,” the League 
then outlined what it considered 
the basis for “this change in senti- 
ment.” 

Reviewing the Washington naval 
conference, the letter said the 
United States had “sunk” its su- 
premacy in capital ships and “vol- 
untarily restored control of the sea 
to the British navy,” and in re- 
nouncing its rights “to adequate 
naval bases in the Far Pacific” it 
had denied to its fleet the ability 
to operate in waters where it has 
large commitments and important 
interests. 

“While these sacrifices,” it as- 
serted, “. . . were inspired by al- 
truistic motives . . they have 
seemingly brought no corresponding 
spirit of concession by other na- 
tions towards us.” 

At the Geneva conference of 1927 
and at the London conference in 
1930, the letter continued, there 
“developed united opposition to the 
securement” of parity with Great 
Britain and preservation of the fleet 
ratio with Japan established at the 
Washington conference. 

On the recent note to the United 
States from Sir John Simon, the 
British Foreign Minister, advising 
the United States its building pro- 
gram might induce a naval building 
race, the letter said: 

“Either to assume that Sir John 
expected his advicé to be followed, 
or to assume that he had formed a 
very low opinion of the delegates 
of our present administration, 
would be to impugn Sir John's un- 
questioned abilities; so we are 
forced to construe his note as the 
opening gun in a British campaign 
of propaganda in America for a 
decrease in the tonnages of capita! 
ships and cruisers at the 1935 con- 
ference.”

ry J. Haskell, editor of the Kansas 
City Star, told a farmers’ week 
audience at the University of. Mis- 
souri Jast night. that a_  short- 


sighted foreign policy duriwg the 
post-war decade destroyed the for- 
eign market for American agricul- 
tural exports. : 

Haskell said such a high tariff 
wall’ was erected that European 
nations were prevented from pay- 
ing their war debts to the United 
States, resulting in a loss of the 
markets to the Middiewestern pro- 
ducer. 

Retaliatory tariffs since enacted 
by these nations, he said, have 80 
stimulated the domestic production 
of foreign countries that they now 
are prepared to export wheat, lard 
and cotton, the chief products for- 
merly purchased from the Ameri- 
can Middigwest.. 

He said the best solution of the 
problem lay in “reciprocal tariff 
reductions to enable other coun- 
tries freer access ~o the American 
market.”

DRUGGIST INDICTED 
ON CHARGE OF ARSON 


Insurance Adjuster and Former 
Convict Also Accused 
of Fire Plot. 


An indictment charging arson 
was voted by the grand jury yes- 


terday against Dr. Adolph Slater, 
druggist at 4071 Page boulevard, 
Jacob Handelman, insurance ad- 
juster, and Robert H. Elrod, former 
convict, in connection with a fire 
at Dr. Slater’s store last July 10. 

Dr. Slater, who resides at 4615 
Lindell boulevard, and Handelman, 
whose home is at 774 Harvard ave- 
nue, University City, were arrested 
last night and released on $5009 
bond each. Elrod is out on bond 
following the issuance of a tempor- 
ary warrant in July. 

The State’s case is based on the 
finding of a pair of partly-burned 
trousers, identified as Elrod’s, in 
the back part of the store after the 
fire and on a conversation reported 
by a policeman who went to [rr. 
Slater’s apartment to notify him of 
the fire and discovered Handeitan 
there. 

Handelman, who is 62 years old, 
said he went to the apartment as 
a routine matter, after learning of 
the fire and obtaining the address 
of the owner of the store. 

Elrod, according to police, 
mitted the trousers were his. 


ad- 
Offi- 


cers said he told them he went to 
the store to do some electrical work 
for Dr. Slater and that an explo- 
sion occurred when he lit a cigar- 
ette. Witnesses told of seeing a 
man without trousers run from the 
store and drive away in an auto- 
mobile after the fire started. 

Dr. Slater, who is 59, attempted 
to kill himself in his cell at Police 
Headquarters the day of the fire 
by cutting his throat and wrists 
with the edge of atin cup. He said 
the humiliation of being held and 
questioned for two and a half 
hours, the heat of the cell and lack 
of a specia! food he _ requires 
caused him to try to end his life. 

The Circuit Attorney’s investiga- 
tion showed that $7000 insurance 
was carried on the contents of the 
store and that damage amounted 
to $2000. 

Elrod has served a penitentiary 
sentence for violation of the Dyer 
act and a jail sentence for automo 
bile theft.

Engineer Suggests $14,500,800 
Project in Place 
of Plaza. 


A proposal for a $14,500,400 hous- 
ing scheme on the downtown river 
front, instead of the plaza that has 
been talked of for that district, was 
presented ito Mayor Dickmann to- 
day by W. J. Knight, a consulting 
engineer. 


It would provide 2300 apartments 
in ea picturesque grouping of four- 
story buildings. They would have 
7970 rooms, an average of three 
and onethird rooms to an apart- 
ment, and would accommodate a 
population of about 8000. The rent, 
Knight calculates, would be $8 @ 
room a month, including light, wa- 
ter and heat. He would have the 
city act as the landlord, in order 
to eliminate taxation and make the 
low rent feasible. 

Knight asserts his scheme could 
be started quickly, under the Na- 
tional Recovery Act, with the Gov: 
ernment rather than the city ac 


quiring the site promptly by con- : 


demnation. He thinks the plan of- 
fers a chance for much diversified 
employment this winter. His fig- 
ures make the scheme self-liquidat- 


ing, and he avers the development | 


would stimulate adjacent private 


r 4 
property ” 

The housing plan proper would 
cost $9,755,000, the engineer says, 
including $6,475,000 for construc 
tion, $2,266,000 for the site (at the 
assessed valuation), $150,000 for a 
community recreation building and 
$100,000 for a swimming pool, 
parks and playgrounds. In addition, 
he proposes that the city spend 
$4,318,500 for widening Third street 
and other streets, creating a- mall 
ua block wide from the old Court- 
house to the river and opening 
automobile parking space along the 
eastern and northern borders of 
the housing area. He also suggests 
a $427,300 expenditure by the Board 
of Education for a school in the 
area. 

For the cost of the housing unit, 
Knight counts on an outright Fed- 
eral grant of $2,006,400, represent- 
ing 30 per cent of the cost of la- 
bor and materials. He figures on 
a Federal mortgage loan of at least 
$6,195,350, under the housing sec- 
tion of the recovery act. This 
would be on 4.per cent bonds run- 
ning for 28 years, and would leave 
an equity of $1,463,250 for the city 
to meet. However, Knight de 
scribes this as the most adverse 
setup, and believes the Guvrrn- 
ment might lend enough on the 
mortgage to eliminate tlhe city’s 
share. It would not be feasible to 
omit the street widenings and other 
expenditures by the city, Knight 
declares. 

Other Funds Available. 

Knight suggests that the city 
might use a street widening revolv- 
ing fund’ of the 1923 bond issue and 
a large balance remaining in 1923 
park bonds to meet its share. He 
would have the Government lease 
the housing area to the city, and 
holds the city’s charter powers are 
broad enough to cover thiz. 

The proposed improvement would 
cover 28 city blocks and extend 
from Third street to the elevated 
railroad tracks on the levee and be- 
tween Washington and Clark ave- 
It would not disturb the Old 
Cathedral on Walnut street. The 
community building, swimming

He would have a bath- 
room in each apartment, a gas 
range and electric refrigerator in 
each kitchen, locker rooms and 
laundry facilities in the basements, 
garbage and rubbish incinerators, 
screens, steel sashes and balconies. 

Annual cost for operation, inter- 
est and amortization the engineer 
estimates at $696,700. Annual rent, 
on a basis of 90 per cent occupancy, 
he places at $688,600, while revenue 
from parking 2300 automobiles at 
10 cents a day, would be $69,000. 
This would leave a reserve of $60,- 
900 a year.

Experimental Stretches Laid With

Future Specifications. 
Sections of experimental paving 


are being laid on several streets in 
an effort of city engineers to avoid 
the tendency ‘of automobiles to skid 
on asphalt surfaces when wet. If 
the trials are satisfactory, as to re- 
duction of skidding, durability and 
cost, city paving. specifications may 
be changed next year to adopt the 
new method. 


Various treatments are being 


j tried. They consist, essentially, of 
adding stone or kindred hard sub- 
stances to the asphaltic surfaces.

Could the Allies have foreseen the fail- 
ure of the United States to ratify the 
Versailles Treaty, it is almost assured 
there would have been no League of Na- 
tions and, of course, no promises to Ger- 
many to reduce armaments to the level 
required of her. 

On the other hand, events of the past 
two years in the German and Japanese- 
Manchurian situations have served to 
bring forcibly to mind the powerful influ- 
ence for world stability that could have 
been exercised by the League of Nations 
had the United States become a member 
of that body. The probabilities are that 
neither of these threatening situations 
would ever have developed.

HAMLET WITHOUT THE PRINCE. 
In Washington today, the National Labor Board is 
holding a hearing to determine the merits of the 


facturers and their 1600 striking employes, members 
of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ Union.

Explaining Germany’s withdrawal from the disar- 
mament conference and the League of Nations, Baron 
Von Neurath, Foreign Minister, said it was due “sole- 
ly to unwillingness on the part of the highly-armed 
states to carry out their contractual obligations to dis- 
arm.” Chancellor Hitler voiced the same thought 
when he said that “Germany was bitterly disappoint- 
ed, despite all readiness to pursue disarmament,” 
when “the other governments could not bring them- 
selves to make good the assurances signed by them 
in the peace treaty.” 

However, Arthur Henderson, president of the dis- 
armament conference, has replied to Von Neurath by 
saying that Germany “took this step at the moment 
when the bureau had just decided to submit to the 
general commission a definite program.” This pro- 
gram, he explained in a radio address, gave effect 
“to the principles which the German Government had 
agreed with the rest of the conference in accepting,” 
and provided for “a substantial reduction in arma- 
ments and the practical application of the principle 
of equality in a regime of security.” 

The situation, though precarious, would seem to be 
far from hopeless. Rather, it resolves itself into a‘ 
test of the sincerity of both sides. If the victorious

HE novice plants the seeds and then 


have a look at them. The amateur cook 
would like to eat the cake when he has 
mixed the dough. The bad golfer looks up 
to see where his shot had landed before he 
has hit the ball. The results are invariably 
disappointing. 

In the application of measures during this 
crisis, most of us fall into these bad habits, 
and raise unnecessary difficulties and dis- 
appointments. It is the part of wisdom in 
human affairs to have a true sense of the 
pace of action and the timing of events. 

One of the most dangerous forms that 
wisdom can take is to fix a date and say, 
Unless this or that is achieved by that date, 
all is lost. In the months preceding the 
world economic conference, for example, 
statesmen all over the world made a point 
of telling their people that they must do or 
die at London on June 12. There was to be 
either recovery or catastrophe at a certain 
point in the calendar. 

What was the result? Though there was 
neither catastrophe nor recovery, the un- 
warranted expectations brought on such 
corresponding disappointment that the 
whole effort, necessarily complex and diffi- 
cult, of international co-operation was 
brought to a complete standstill. The world 
has to forget what it expected in June be- 
fore it can again begin to do what it can. 

* t . 

The same unfortunate habit of mind has 
played a part in the disarmament confer- 
ence. Because Europe was deeply disturbed 
last spring, men whose ardor for peace is 
beyond question allowed themselves to make 
the mistake of proclaiming to the peoples 
that unless there was an immediate treaty 
a great disaster would ensue. Such talk 
merely aggravated the situation. With Eu- 
rope deeply disturbed, the prospects of an 
immediate treaty were poorer, not better. 

Therefore, insisting upon a treaty, when 
it was not possible to make one, tended to 
add to the disturbance rather than to allay 
it. In a critical situation, the wise man 
promises only what he can surely realize; 
anything more than that sharpens the crisis 
by raising false expectations. 

In our domestic affairs, we have indulged 
heavily in calendar worship. In Washing- 
ton, for example, the administration of the 
NRA has been beset by a kind of breathless 
anxiety that certain definite results had to 
be achieved on a particular day. There had 
to be X million men at work by Labor day. 
There had to be X million more by the New 
Year. And if there were not, the whole 
thing was a failure. At least two different 
kinds of mischief have resulted from this 
feeling that the whole experiment was a 
race against the clock, inexorably ticking 
its way to the millennium or to disaster. 

It inspired the NRA administrators to at- 
tempt much more than they could effective- 
ly handle. Instead of taking up the prob- 
lem of making codes for industries in the 
order of their importance, achieving a series 
of definite reforms where they were most 
urgently needed, the NRA jumped for the

The NRA will, I believe, prove itself to be 
a great boon, but there is no doubt that rea) 
progress under it would have been greater 
if problems had not been raised faster than 
the administration was prepared to deal with 
them. The sense of urgency, the feeling that 
the clock was ticking, has distorted the per- 
spective of the NRA executives. 

It has also distorted the perspective of the 
people. All through the summer, they were 
taught to believe that the Blue Eagle was 
the sole bringer of recovery, and that it 
was a swiftly-moving bird. The expectations 
raised from Washington could not conceiv- 
ably have been met. 

The result has been to distract attention 
from the very substantial progress that has 
been made and to fix attention upon the 
promises that have not been fulfilled. There 
is impatience manifesting itself in many 
troublesome forms, because the NRA prom- 
ised too much too soon. At the same time, 
the administrators have neglected to make 
the country understand the true function 
and the real possibilities of NRA; its prom- 
ise of a more orderly and stable’ industrial 
system, worked out by consultation and con- 
sent. Such a system can be begun quickly: 
it-cannot be established by Christmas. 

Even the dictatorships, where everything 
is done so lickety-split, have allowed them- 
selves, in the case of Russia, five years; in 
the case of Germany, four years. The NRA 
would have borrowed less trouble for itself 
if it had recognized that in a marathon race 
a runner does not try to sprint the first mile.

An equally mischievous form of anxiety 
about the clock is that now prevailing in 
the circles most concerned about a sound 
and stable currency. A phobia is rapidly 
being evolved which has fixed the assem- 
bling of Congress in January as the day of 
judgment for our monetary system. It is a 
dangerous phobia. If we put ourselves into 


the state of mind where we have to solve: 


the monetary problem in the next 60 days, 


we shall only make more likely the dangers — 


that we fear. 

For it may not be possible to solve the 
monetary problem in 60 days, and it is the 
height of unwisdom to inculcate the belief 
that, if we do not, we shall never solve it. 
I am not arguing that we should drift; on 
the contrary, I have ventured to believe that 
we should have begun at least as early as 
July to exercise control and steady the ex- 
change. But it is one thing to exercise con- 
trol and to demonstrate your control; it is 
quite another to settle the question finally. 

It may require more than 60 days to find 
the level of depreciation from the 9ld gold 
parity which can be made to work, and more 
than 60 days to work out with the Britisn, 
and then with the French, practicable rates 
of exchange.

INSULTING HOLLYWOOD.

ENRI MATISSE, once a revolutionary 
in art, but now regarded by many judg¢s 
as the leading European painter, will nevéF 
get a warm welcome in Hollywood.

In addition, he testified, Herber- 
man bought 24 blooded cattle and 
sent them to Pattani as an “act of 
charity.”

Supreme Court of State Blocks Plan 
for Municipal Owned Plant 
at Ainsworth.

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 20.—The 
Nebraska Supreme Court today de- 
nied municipalities the right to 
purchase electric light and power 
plants and pay for them out of fu- 
ture earnings.

TWO METHODS USED 
T0 MAKE CHOWDER 


New York Clam Chowders 
Given. 


A reader requests recipes for 
New York and New England chow- 
ders which were given in this sec- 
tion a year ago. 

We re-publish these, thinking 
other readers may wish to test the 
rival merits of the two methods. 

New Engiand Chowder. 

For six people it will require two 
dozen large clams. Have these 
opened and be sure to save all the 
juice. Pour one cup cold water 
over the clams and then strain the 
juice and the water together 
through a fine strainer. Cut the 
hard part of the clams into small 
bits or chop them coarsely. Leave 
the soft parts whole and keep them 
separate. Cut one-half pound fat 
salt pork into small dice and fry in 
a soup kettle until beginning to 
brown. - Add two large onions, 
sliced, and cook until yellowed. 
Then add the strained clam juice, 


‘ifour cups diced potatoes and the 


chopped clams. If there is not 
enough juice to cover the potatoes 
add water necessary. Cover and 
cook slowly for 20 minutes or until 
the potatoes are tender. Then add 
the soft part of the clams and re- 
heat to the boiling point. Add one 
quart of milk, four tablespoons but- 
ter, one cup rolled wracker crumbs 
and salt and pepper to season. 
Serve very hot with plenty of hard 
crackers. 
New York Chowder. 

Use two dozen large clams and 
prepare the same way as above 
for New England chowder, chop- 
ping the hard part and Jeaving the 
soft part whole. Cut a half pound 
fat salt pork in small dice and fry 
until yellow, add one cup sliced 
onions and continue cooking until 
the onions are yellow. Then add 
four cups diced potatoes, the hard 
pert of the clams, the clam juice 
one quart canned tomatoes, one 
cup diced celery and four cups boil- 
ing water. Heat to the boiling 
point, add one teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon powdered thyme and 
pepper to season. Cook slow'ty 
until the vegetables are tender, then 
add the soft part of the clams and 
one cup rolled cracker crumbs. 
Serve with hard crackers. 


BUTTERMILK CHOCOLATE CAKE 


Two cups sifted cake flour. 
One teaspoon baking powder. 
Three-fourths teaspoon soda. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. - 
One-half cup butter or other 
shortening. 

One cup brown 
packed. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

Four square unsweetened choco- 
late, melted. 

One cup buttermilk. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, soda and salt, and sift 
together three times. Cream but- 
ter thoroughly, add sugar gradually, 
and cream together until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs and beat well. Add 
chocolate. Blend. Add flour, alter- 
nately with buttermilk, a small 
amount at a time. Beat after each 
addition until smooth. Add vanilla. 
Bake in two greased nine-inch lay- 
er pans in moderate oven 25 min- 
utes. Spread frosting between lay- 
ers and on top and sides of cake.

Many 
people do eat them every day, just 
because they want to. That is true 
of white potatoes whereyer they 
are chéap, and it is true of sweet 
potatoes, or yams, in their terri- 


tory. 

Some think of potatoes ag mean- 
ing only Irish potatoes, or whité 
potatoes. To them sweet potatoes 
seem a different kind of food— 
sometimes they even serve both at 
one meal. That is not good prac 


though they seem to be different, 
and are different in some respects, 
white potatoes and sweet potatoes 
a@re so much alike In food value 
that in planning a meal] you can 
use either one in place of the other 
—paying due attention, of course, 
to the best combinations of flavor 
and color for the meal as a whole. 
In other wofds, you might pre- 
fer to use sweet potatoes with ham, 
and white potatoes with beef—and 
you would be quite as well fed on 
one as the other. That is some 
thing to remember just now be- 
cause sweet potatoes, which usual- 
ly cost more than white potatoes 
in Northern markets, are selling 
there for about the same price. In 
the South the sweets, or yams, 
nearly always sell for less than 
white potatoes—but for variety’s 
sake it is good to change off now 
and then when you can. 
Potatoes Grown in All States. 
The reason these two kinds of po- 
tatoes seem different is largely a 
matter of geography, which nearly 
always affecta food habits. Both 
kinds of potatoes, in the days of 
Columbus, were growing in South 
and Central America.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Joseph 


R. Nutt of Clevsland, who raised 
the money to finance Herbert 
Hoover’s two campaigns for the 
presidency, has resigned as trea- 
surer of the Republican National 
Committee. 

His successor is George F. Getz, 


a Chicago coal man. 

Everett Sanders, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, 
announced the changes yesterday. 
Nutt served through two presiden- 
tial and one congressional cam- 
paign in the last five years and 
urged that “the responsibilities 
ought to be passed on to another.”

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D RIVERS of eight St. Louis laundries and linen 
and towel supply companies have walked out 
on a strike because their owners would not agree 
to demands to operate a closed union shop. 

This situation affects more than those eight 
firms. It threatens the entire industry of this 
city, and the industry, presenting a united front, 
has but two alternatives: 

To accede to unreasonable labor demands 
under which this industry could not exist, or 

To shut down completely until these demands 
are withdrawn. | 

In order to safeguard its very existence... and 
to protect its employes and customers from vio- 
lence ... the laundry industry is forced to choose 
the latter course. 

This is a situation which affects you—the pub- 
lic of St. Louis. This industry is more than a 
business institution ... it is a vital and necessary 
service to St. Louis, and the action of union 
organizers in forcing it to suspend operations is 
not only ill advised, but wholly unnecessary. 

Because of its rigid standards of sanitation and 
cleanliness, the laundry industry serves as a pro- 
tector of public health ...an industry which is 
contributing a valuable service in checking the 
spread of contagious disease. 

Laundries of St. Louis have a fair and square 
case. They have no fear in presenting it before 
the impartial bar of public opinion. They seek 
nothing but a fair trial, based upon indisputable 
facts. 


Here are the Facts 


A newly formed union has demanded that the 
laundry industry recognize its union, which 
means a closed shop. 

To the layman who does not understand the 
facts, it might appear a reasonable demand, but 
consider what it implies: 

1. Virtual transfer of laundry management 


from owners to professional labor leaders. 


2. Complete unionization of every laundry in 
St. Louis. 

Laundry owners, on the other hand, insist upon 
their right to hire, retain in their employ, or ad- 
vance employes on a basis of individual merit, 
without regard to their union or non-union 
affiliation. } 

Many of our employes are not interested in 
joining the union. In order to protect them from 
possible violence, we have been forced to shut 
down our plants—involuntarily throwing them 
out of needed work. | 

Laundries in St. Louis have no quarrel with 
unions, an assertion borne out by the fact that 
laundries and linen supply companies have not 
discharged men or women because of union affil- 
iations. They simply assert their right to hire and 
advance men and women on their individual 
merit, whether or not they belong to a union. 

This is not a situation involving working con- 
ditions, for the most sanitary and satisfactory 
conditions prevail in all first-class laundries of 
St. Louis. Their plants are always open for public 
inspection. | 

The laundry industry is not willing to accede to 
demands which would take the management of 
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plants out of the hands of owners and place it in 
the hands of outsiders who have no knowledge of 
the laundry business. Neither will it agree to 
employ only those persons who belong to unions, 
regardless of their individual merit. In other 
words, laundry owners believe they have the best 
understanding of the problems incident to suc- 
cessful operation of their business, 


What About Wages? 


Many laundry workers today are receiving 
higher wages than the minimum prescribed by 
the NRA substitute code for this industry. None 


is receiving less than that minimum. 


Approximately 70 cents out of every dollar 
received by laundries is paid out to employes in 
wages, 

In many instances laundries are paying a great 
deal more than their business justifies. 

Wages have not been reduced in proportion to 
the steady decline in volume of business...

HE story of the latest lynching 
T is unpleasant, and arouses 
sympathy, not so much. with 
the victim, dragged through the 
streets of the town by a rope at- 
tached to his neck at the rear end 
of an automobile, hanged, and his 
body burned, as with the mob, 
men, women and children “packed 
so closely about the fire that 
burned the Negro’s body. that the 
police could not fight their way 
through.” 

The victim, it is alleged, had con- 
fessed his crime, for which no pun- 
ishment that human beings might 
properly inflict could be too great. 

The dreadful part of the whole 
performance is its revelation of hu- 
man nature, when you “scratch 
through the surface.” 


There is consolation in the knowl- 
edge that a mob’s actions do not 
accurately represent the character 
of individuals that make up’ the 
mob. Members of a mob are as dif- 
ferent from their ordinary selves as 
dogs hunting in a pack from an in- 
dividual dog by the fireside. You 
realize it when you read, also from 
the Associated Press dispatch: 
“The mob members seemed crazed, 
continually leaping on the Negro, 
even after he fell to the scour 
and was unable to rise.” 

The late Prof. Shaler of Harvard, 

his book “The Mob,” declares

even a group of clergymen might 
be transformed into a lynching 
mob. 

Those that tortured, hanged and 
burned that Negro are to be con-} 
sid2red as a mob only, not as repre- 
senting any race or section.

Be guided by your control of the 
time factor. If the enemy can re- 
duce you to four trumps before you 
can clear the adverse trumps, as- 
suming one of them to hold four 
trumps, do not make a jump rebid 
in your trump suit. This, of course, 
does not apply after your partner 
has supported your suit, as then 
there is little Mkelihood of an ad- 
versary holding four trumps 
against you; or else you can take 
one of the forces in dummy, in al) 
probability. 


With a Six-Card Suit. 


With six cards in your suit, your 
trumps are still not out of danger 
if you may be reduced to four 
trumps before you can clear trumps.

you bid a spade and the response 
is two diamonds. The hand is too 
weak for three spades because they 
are practically sure to open hearts. 
Let us assume that your partner 
has nothing in hearts or spades.

Now you must lead a trump and 
force out one of the missing top 
honors. The enemy take, and force 
you to trump again. You have still 
to lose the lead again in trumphs 
and submit to another force. They 
will reduce you to one less trump 
than the opponent, who holds four 
trumphs before you can get about 
your business in developing the 
hand. But only two spades. If 
your partner can now bid two no 
trumps, showing some * protective 
holding in hearts, bid the “strain- 
taker"—four spades. Now they 
should only be able to reduce you 
to equal trumps before you can 
clear all the trumps out of the 


way. 
A Step Nearer. 


Were your spade holding K Q J 
x x x, the rest of the hand being 
the same, the three-spade response 
would be correct—not merely be- 
cause your hand would then con- 
tain one less loser, but because 
there is only one high spade against 
you, so that after ruffing once you 
can force it out. After the second 
ruff, you can ‘still pick up the 
enemy's trumps even if one of them 
has four, and have a trump left for 
other purposes. The timing is under 
control even if the enemy have all 
the top hearts and also four trumps 
in one of the opposing hands. True, 
a fourth trump may be set up 
against you—but you can then play 
the enemy’s game of forcing and 
use your partner’s suit to discard 
your losing club on, conceding the 
high trump. Two trumps and a 
heart should be your count of los- 
ers. If your partner’s diamond suit 
lacks the ace, or you have to lose a 
finesse in it, you may go down one. 
He might still save the hand for 
you by holding the ten of spades. 
However, these are fine game 
chances which should surely be 
taken. It is good bidding if the 
enemy can only beat you by holding 
two trump, tricks against this big 
suit, and also a trick in your part- 
ner’s suit when you hold his king. 

With Longer Suits. 

With seven or more trumps 
headed by two face cards, you need 
not worry about the time factor 
or the ruffs. The weaker your top 
trumps, the fewer the losers in the 
other suits if your hand as a whole 
justifies a force to game. Consider 
always what losers are apparently 
eliminated by your partner's re- 
sponse.

Type and Constitution 


W the earlier days of medicine 
| physicians diagnosed diseases 

and prescribed treatment ac- 
cording to the patient’s size, pro- 
portion and temperament. 

With the development of modern 
medicine, the study of types and 
constitutions gave way to that of 
such things as germs and toxins, 
as these were shown to cause dis- 
ease. 

In recent years, however, the 
study of human types has been re- 
vived, for we have come to appre- 
ciate that while germs and nox- 
ious agents do cause diseases, they 
do so mainly when the body is re- 
ceptive. 

Dr. Lepage of Manchester, En- 
gland, recently studied children of 
the so-called exudative type. These 
chiidren possess great sensibility, 
and tend to react intensely to their 
surroundings. They spend their 
nervous energy so freely that a 
marked reaction follows, leading to 
nervous exhaustion and possibly to 
disturbances ofthe digestive tract, 
the lungs, heart and kidneys. 

The exudative types of children 
have an inherited tendency to ex- 
citability. They blush with unusual 
facility, turning red under practi- 
cally every mental or emotional 
stress. They have moist hands and 
feet and are likely subjects for 
asthma, hay fever, eczema and aci- 
dosis, among other things. 

The constitutional peculiarity of 
the exudative type of child there 
fore must be given as much con- 
sideration as any of the particular 
diseases to which it is subject. 

The exudative type of child needs 
special handling so that it does not 
run to extremes in its nervous, mus- 
cular and emotional work and play. 
This type of child does not usu- 
ally tolerate rich foods. Small meals 
supplemented by snacks are prefer- 
able. Rest and periods of quiet are 
of utmost importance. When iI), 
the child requires prompt medical 
a and, particularly, good nurs- 


g.

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The former EMPRESS ZITA, 


mother of Prince Otto. 


HE undercurrent of political dis- 
sention in Austria is causing 
considerable worry to other foreign 
nations, but to a woman and her 
son who are biding their time in 
semi-retirement in a castle near 
Ostend, Belgium, every new muani- 
festation reported from Vienna is 
another bit of hope; basis for clear- 
er visions of a coup d'etat, a re- 
stored dynasty, and power for her 
son and herself. 
The woman js Zita, widow of the 
late deposed Emperor Carl IV, Em- 
peror of Austria and King of Je- 
rusalum, and mother of Otto, pre- 
tender to throne and present head 
of the House of Hapsburg. Years 
have passed since his father was 
dethroned, but Zita has never given 
up hope of a restoration, and now 
that Otto is 20 years old, and rum- 
blings of dissatisfaction more evi- 
dent among his erstwhile subjects, 
her hopes are soaring vigorously. 
That they are not entirely with- 
out foundation was evidenced by 
the recent bestowal of honorary 
citizenship on Otto by many Aus- 
trian towns, and the episode at- 
tendant on the reading of the let- 
ters of thanks from Otto. Mon- 
archist adherents had gathered at 
Hain to hear Duke Max von Hohen- 
berg, present the letters to the 
burgomasters, and to read “most 
important declarations of policy” 
from Otto. Just as he was about 
to read an urgent telephone mes- 
sage came from Geneva asking that 
the declaration be deleted, for fear 
of the effect on the foreign Powers. 
The message, however, leaked out, 
and caused rejoicing among large 
It advo- 
cated a gonstitutional monarchy 
for Austria, with the Hapsburgs. 
and therefore Otto, on the throne. 
Such a monarchy, of course, 
would be far less powerful that the 
autocracy which existed under 
Franz Joseph, but it would be at 
least a hold on the throne, and the 
re-establishment of the Hapsburg. 
Certainly far better than exile in a 
moss-covered Belgian castle. The 
sending of the message, also, may 
have been but an effort on the part 
of Otto and Zita to feel their way 
toward a restoration. 
” * * 

ITA, in her planning for a 
Z throne for her son, would un- 

doubtedly be more cautious than 
she or her late husband, Carl, have 
been in the past, even though she 
feels that Otto’s right to the throne 
is a divine right, and that it is’her 
duty to foster his pretensions. Be- 
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PRINCE OTTO, who aspires to 


fore Carl died he felt the same way, 
and made unsuccessful efforts to 
get support strong enough to re- 


place him. Back in 1921 it looked as 


if the time was ripe for him to 
take over Hungary, where he had 
once reigned as Carl I. His con- 
tacts in Budapest had informed him 
that the Magyars were willing to 
receive Carl and Zita as their rul- 
ers, so he immediately left for Hun- 
gary. However, he was greatly cha- 
grined and mortified, on his ar- 
rival, at being advised to leave 
immediately, as his continued pres- 
ence would be disastrous for the 
country. 

Later that same year Carl de 
cided that the time was ripe for 
another putsch, so he and Zita flew 
into Hungary by plane. Instead of 
being received with open arms, they 
were taken prisoner, the Hungari- 
ans turning them over to the Allies. 
They were exiled on the island of 
Madiera, where Carl died. 

Since that time, however, condi- 
tions have changed considerably in 
Austria and Hungary. 
sets have been frequent, and the 
populace have had time to forget 
their grievances under the Haps- 
burgs, and dwell on their griev- 
ances under the present regime. 
Zita’s supporters in the former em- 
pire have been working in her be- 
half, impressing on the people the 
brighter side of the dynastic days, 
as compared with the current dif- 
ficulties. 
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a throne in Austria or Hungary. 


However, Zita looks more to the 
former aristocracy for support, and 
has made no great attempt to get 
the masses behind’ her cause—a 
rather typical Hapsburg viewpoint, 
that the masses were made to be 
ruled by them, and that Providence 
will be the important support for a 
restoration. 

Also, rather than Hungary, the 
present hope is in Austria, where 
conditions seem more suited to a 
change. The pressure of Hitlerism 
has been great in Austria, where 
Nazi control does not appear tobe 
accepted as a desirable situation. 
Fearing such control, there is al- 
ways a possibility that the Govern- 
ment will revert to a monarchy. 
Apparently, also, the neighboring 
powers would prefer a Hapsburg 
over Austria, rather than a Hitler. 

While Zita became Empress of 
Austria merely by marriage and an 
assassination, her background is 
admirably suited to sustain her in 
her ambitions for her son. She was 
born 41 years ago, the daughter of 
the deposed Duke Robert of Par- 
ma, Piacenza, and annexed states 
in Italy. Her father lost his throne 
in 1860 when United Italy came into 
being, and afterward the family 
lived under the protection of the 
powerful Hapsburgs, the two fam- 
ilies being related.

when he sought her hand in mar- 
riage royalty approved. Carl, at 
that time, had little hope of ever 
attaining the throne, for Franz 
Ferdinand was Crown Prince. But 
Franz Ferdinand was assassinated 
at Serajevo in 1914, precipitating 
the World War, and making Carl 
the heir to the throne. On ‘the 
death of Franz Joseph, Carl became 
Emperor, and Zita Empress. 

The end of the war saw the end 
of the Hapsburg rule, and the 
breaking up of the Austrian Em- 
pire into a number of small coun- 
tries. But Carl and Zita, instead of 
reconciling themselves to a peace- 
ful life in Switzerland and accept- 
ing the view that the loss of the 
throne was as much an act of 
Providence as their right to it, be- 
gan to look to a restoration. The 
efforts merely terminated their 
comparative liberty in Switzerland. 

After Carl’s death, Zita was left 
to her own resources, and endured 
considerable hardship and poverty. 
For a time after the death she was 
a guest of the former King of 
Spain, who is also a Hapsburg, near 
Madrid. Then she lived in a fish- 
ing village in the north of Spain, 
and later was compelled to flee to 
Belgium. Her entrance into France 
and Italy was barred in those days 
because of fear of diplomatic com- 
plications from her possible in- 
trigues.
